(a note from Charlotte Verhey regarding Diocese 
Safe Environment Requirements) 


Dear Parent/Guardian, 


In accordance with the charter for the Protection of 
Children and Young People mandated by the United 
States Council of Catholic Bishops, the Diocese of 
Rapid City has put in place a Safe Environment 
program for the protection of our young people. This 
program includes not only the performance of 
background checks for all people who have regular 
contact with our young people as Catechists or in 
other capacities, but also the education of parents, 
teachers, and students regarding issues of 
inappropriate physical contact and sexual abuse. 

In accordance with the Charter, each parish and 
institution in the diocese has a Safe Environment 
coordinator who has the task of making sure the 
requirements of the charter are being fulfilled in their 
parish or institution. Charlotte Verhey is the Safe 
Environment Coordinator for Our Lady of the Black 
Hills. In order to assist these people, the diocese has 
developed various materials that are to be used for 
the purpose of education. This includes video tapes 
for the various age groups as well as for parents. 


Parental preview showings of the student 
videos is also required by the Diocese. If 
parents decide to not have their child(ren) view 
the video, there is a form to complete to verify 
this choice and the reason which must be 
completed each year.

While all of this takes time and effort on your 
part, it is done solely for the protection of our 
young people. Whatever we can do to prevent 
such abuse is worth the efforts that are 
extended.
